HERBERT 1 0 PUUlTIVE WRITINGS. 

As the founder and the head of a school of American sporting litera¬ 
ture, it is proper that we should bostow some attention opon the life or 
Wm. T. Porter, or what amounts to nearly the same thing, the history 
or his paper, the Spirit of the Timet. This Is the more fitting, as but fo r 
the 'Spirit'aud its editor there would, at Herbert himself said, have been 
in all probability no Frauk Forester, so far as the world is concerned. 
In a former paper we detailed the particulars of Herbert's assuming his 
now celebrated nom tie plume , at the suggestion of George Porter. 

William Trotter Porter was born In Newbury, 

Vermont, December 24, 1809. His ancestors came 
from Englaud in the early part of the 17th century, 
settling io Connecticut, whence some of them sub¬ 
sequently removed to Na,w Hampshire and Vermont, 
where they became possessed of large lauded estates. 

The father of our subject, Benjamin Porter, was a 
lawyer of eminence, a keen' observer, active and 
energetic, and hla large-heartedness and strict 
integrity won him the favor of all who were brought 
within the range of bis manly Influence. Daniel 
Webster was then studying law at Salisbury in that 
State, aud was a frequent visitor at the Porter’s, 
where he became very intimate, accompanying Mr. 

Porter several times on horse back journeys Into 
t anada. Many years after Mr. Webster stated that 
Mr. Porter was the most attractive, social companion 
he had ever known. He died in 1818, and in 1821 the 
rust of the family removed to Hanover, where W’llllam 
was put to school in Dartmouth Academy, then con¬ 
nected with the college of the same name. He made 
rapid progress, but having imbibed a fondness for the 
printing business through reading Franklin's auto¬ 
biography, he went to Andover In 1893 to learn that 
trade. In 1899 he began bis editorial life In connec¬ 
tion with The Farmer't Herald , St. Johnsbnry, Vt. 

He was afterwards connected with The Knquirrr at 
Norwich, but about the beginning of 1831 went to 
New York. Here he took the situation of foreman in 
West’s printing office, 85 Chatham street. The most 
notable thing he did here was giving Horace 
Greeley hla first start in life. Young Greeley had 
come from Vermont on the look out for work, 
and after numerous rebuffs, owing to his green, 
uncouth appearance, was at last directed to West's. 

The account of his reception there is amusing. 

It chanced that Horace applied there very early 
one morning before the office was open; accordingly 
he seated himself upon the steps and waited 
events. At length one of Mr. West's journeymen 
arrived and finding the door still locked, eat down and 
eugaged in conversation with young Greeley. This 
man was a brother Vermonter, and a kind hearted 
man, and becoming Interested In Horace, determined 
to help him. But hear the account of hts biographer; 

“The doors were opened and the men began to 
arrive. Horace and his newly-found friend ascended 
to the office, and soon after seven the work of the day 
began. It Is hardly necessary to say that the appear¬ 
ance of Horace, as he satin the office waiting for the 
coming of the foreman, excited unbounded astonish¬ 
ment, and brought upon his friend a variety of satiri¬ 
cal observations. Nothing daunted, however, on the 
arrival of the foreman he stated the case, and en¬ 
deavored to Interest him enough In Horace to give 
him a trial. It happened that the work for which a 
man was wanted was on the composition of a Poly- 
glott Testament, a kind of work which la extremely 
difficult and tedious. Several men had tried their 
hands at It, and In a few days or a few hours given 
It up. The foreman looked at Horace, and Horace 
looked at the foreman. Horace saw a handsome man, (now 
known to the sporting public as Col. Porter, editor of The 
Spirit of the Timet); the foreman beheld a youth who could 
have gone on the stage that minute as Kaekiat Homespun, with¬ 
out the alteration of a thread or a hair, and brought down the house by 
“getting up" alone. He no more believed that Ezeklal could set np a 
page of a Polyglott Testament than he could construct a chronometer. 
However, partly to oblige Horace's friend, partly because ha was un¬ 
willing to wound the feellngs’of the applicant by sending him abruptly 
away, be consented to let him try. ’Fix up a case for him,’ said ha, ‘and 
wa’ll soe If be can do anything.' In a few mlnntee Horace was at 
work. Io an hour or two Mr, West came Into the office. What were 
his feelings when be saw hla new man, may be Inferred from a little 
conversation upon the subject which took plaoe between him and the 
foreman. 'Did you hire that d— foolf asked West, with no 


small Irritation. “Yes, we must have bands, aud he’s the best I could 
get," said the foreman, justifying his conduct, though he was really 
ashamed of It "Well," said the ‘boss,’ “for God’s sake pay him off to¬ 
night, aud let him go about hie business. 1 ’ Horace worked through the 
day with his usual intensity, and in perfect silence. At night he pre¬ 
sented the proof of his day's work. What astonishment was depicted in 
the good looking countenance of the foreman, when he discovered that 
the proof before him was greater In quantity and more correct, than 
that of any other day's work which hod yet been done on^the. Polyglott. 
There was no thought about sending the new journeyman about his 
business now. 

Greeley worked at West’s for several mouths, and in a private letter, 
1860, stated hts recollections of Wm. T. Porter were that “he was a tall, 
comely youth, of about twenty-five, very urbane and kind to those 



younger and less favored than himself, and a capital workman." In tbe 
latter part of that year he, and and another young printer, dames How, 
started The Spirit of the Timet. The name was supplied by Porter's 
brother. Benjamin, and the first number came out Dec. 10, 1831. They 
printed 8,000copies, alarge number under the circumstances; yet, so 
far from occupying all the edltora time was It, that he still officiated as 
foreman la the printing office. In March, 1888, it was united with The 
Traveler , with Mr. Porter In charge of the sporting department. This 
arrangement was short-lived, and on April 13, 1883, was issued the first 
number of “The New Yorker," W. T. Porter, editor. After 
a short time he took charge of "Tbe Constellates,* but 
still retaining an affection for the first paper of his 
creation, he purchased The Traveler and Spirit of the Timet 
from Its publisher, O. J. B. Fisher, and throwing aside the first 
HU*, began Jan. 3,18*5, the publication of the Spirit of the Timet. 


From this date its publication was not Interrupted. "Porter was then, 
says the present occupant of bis chair, a young man In his prime aud o'f 
noble presence, a scholar, a fluent, polished writer, and more important 
still to the conduct of the new enterprise, he was every iuch a gentle¬ 
man, with none to dispute his social position, which made him the 
welcome associate of the first men in th) land, North and South. The 
moment was propitious, aud the paper was launched upon that tide 
which leads to fortune. It was about a year after this time that oc¬ 
curred the incident to which is due the origin or the playful sobriquet 
“the tall son of York," which remained ever afterwards a familiar title 
applied to Wm. T. Porter, in familiar allusions to his lofty stature, no 
less than of his unbounded personal popularity. Miss Clifton, the act¬ 
ress. offered In the Spirit the sum of 110.000 for a tragedy, "adopied to 
her histrionic acquirements." This prompted Porter’s younger sister 
to send him in a private letter, a fragment pur¬ 
porting to be from her unfinished tragedy of “Hopbir ’’ 
This was published in the Spirit. It was 
ceedingly graceful and sparkling effusion. The 
line In point is where Gyneth exclaims; 

"Howl What! Say you that he. 

The Lord of Porter will be here Y ' 
and then— 

“Hand o’er the lines, 
d J et W burn ' n « eye bills trace the hand 
Of him I love. Yes, 'tis true, his own lov'd signet 
Haste thee, lna. and bid old Gaffer “ K t 

Set In preparation all things fit. of mirth. 

And song, aud joyuu* cheer to gro«t 
The near approach of ‘York’s tall aoa.'” 

March 9, 1889, beginning the ninth volume, ihe 
paper was enlarged and the price raised froiu *5 
to $10.. But Wm. T. Porter was of too easy and trust¬ 
ful a nature to carry on the paper with that worldly 
sagacity necessary to financial success; so on the 1st 
of January. 1849, with more than 440.0UU of subscrip 
tions outstanding, he was forced to relinquish the 
charge of the business department. The purchaser 
was Mr. John Richards, a printer by profession, an 
honest, reliablo man, who remained sole publisher 
and proprietor up to the day of his death. Jan. 97. 
18511. Mr. Porter, however, continued as editor, and 
was assisted at various times by his brothers, Olcolt. 
Geotge and Frank. March 1, 184.-,, entering ike 
fifteenth voinme. the price was placed agalu at $5. 
which materially increased its already very large- 
circulation. 

Sept. 8.1816, to the surprise of his friends. Mr. Porter 
severed his connection with the old Spirit and per 
mitted his name to be associated in the publication 
of a new paper, Portere Spirit of the Timet. His 
motives may be Inferred from the following statement 
lu a letter written by Mr. K. E. Jones, who was for 
many years Mr. Porter s associate In the editorship 
of the old Spirit. " It can readily be understood that 
a gentleman of the refinement and tender sensi¬ 
bilities which characterized Mr. Porter felt keenly the 
loss of his old property ” (referring to the sale In 1819) 
"which he had labored so incessantly for so many 
years, and on which he bad devoted the best years of * 
his life." Such being the case, his cherished and 
long-deferred hope of again owulng the Spirit 
Induced him at lengtli to yield to the proposition 
which seemed to offer the only prospect of its fulfill- 
ment. He received a one-third interest In considera¬ 
tion foe the use of his name. The word "Porter" was 
the talisman of success, aud the new enterprise started 
with flying colors, being backed so early as the 
eighth number by "a circulation of 40.000 copies!" 
-so states the editor. Mr. Porter himself wrote 
very little for Its columns, in consequence of declining 
health; and on the 19th of July, 1858, be died of con 
gestlon of the lungs, the consequence of imprudently 
leaving open the window of his sleeping room. 
Just before his death he was engaged on an elaborate 
biography of Henry Wm. Herbert, which it must over 
be a source of regret was not completed. In t8no 
the Appleton's published tbe life of William T. Porter, by Hon. Frances 
Brlnley, an interesting and valuable work, now out of print. It con¬ 
tained an admirable portrait from a drawing by Inman, with this charac¬ 
teristic inscription; "Wm. T. Porter will please accept this leaden 
counterfeit of the genuine coin which never rings false to any test of 
lta metal, as a feeble token of esteem from his attached friend, H. 
Inman, New York, May, 1844." 

And now a word lu regard to Frank Forrester and The Spirit. 
Henry Wm. Herbert arrived at New York In November, 1881, and soon 
thereafter made the acquaintance of George Porter, then reading law In 
he office of George Brinkerboff. Esq. He was then introduced to Wil¬ 
iam, abont the beginning of 188), when The Spirit was In Its first quart, 
ter, “coming on," says he, “with an auspicious glimmer that gave fair 
promise what It should be when It should get to the full.” These early 
Dumber* of The Spirit cannot be found, and It Is Impossible to say 
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when or tn what way Herbert began writing for it The probability la 
that he contributed occasional sketches or romantic tales. In 1880 he 
drat wrote on sporting, and from that time The Spirit now and then en¬ 
joyed a sporting story or letter from Prank Forrester. When himself 
editorially connected with other papers, the time he conld devote to 
newspaper writing was pretty fully absorbed, and he did not contribute 
any very elaborate articles to The Spirit, although his Intimacy with 
The Spirit crowd was constant, and its columa were the medium 
through which be addressed the sporting world on any passing Issue of 
the hour. 

In 18M, when Porter's tyiril was started, he contributed “Omlmees, 
the Young Pigeon of the Ojlbwals,' * a sporting and Indian story, located 
In Southern Minnesota. It Is an extraordinary production, and con¬ 
tains some of the most thrilling descriptions of Western sport that were 
ever penned. It ran through twenty six numbers. In the same paper 
for 1866-7, may also be found an admirable series of papers on sporting 
by Frank Forrester. They relate some of the author’s personal adveu- 
turs, and possess a peculiar Interest as being the laat lucubrations In 
shooting and Ashing ever written by Frank Forester. 

The old Spirit of the Times possessed elements of popularity anch aa 
have been enjoyed by no other paper on this continent. These advan¬ 
tages, over and above the conspicuous ability with 
which It was conducted, were due entirely to the per¬ 
sonal qualities of Its editor. He was a remarkable 

man, and even as we shall not In all probability see his like again, 
so shall we never see such a paper as the old Spirit . It was a paper for 
the times, and the altered conditions of this day would place It beyond 
the range of possibility for snch a Journal to be produced. Its character 
was unique, and so folly did It occupy the gronnd that no competition 
was ever attempted. In 1831, when The Spirit was started, there were 
numberlessdifficulties to face, and many formidable obstacles to over¬ 
come. “The establishment of The Spirit of the Times f says Willis, “on 
the loose and tnenffleient basis of the then popular taste on sporting mat¬ 
ters—the publication through all manner of obstacles In creating the 
taste by which the paper was to live, (editing as it were with a peu in 
one hand and a trowel in the other), succeeding Anally In establishing a 
new, distinct and delightful feature In American periodical literature; 
—this we aay was a task for a man of mark to do." In fact, not only was 
there than no defused taste for sporting, but the editor himself had yet 
to take his degree. Wrote Frank Forester in 18V): “In those days 
Bill knew a precious sight more about types auil leads, and to otstlcka 
and #lcA. than he did about fast horses, or hounds of high, and cure of 
low degree; and I’ve my doubts whether he'd have known an Alderney 
from a Durham, or a merino from a Bake well. Notv, his minds' a per¬ 
fect compendium of the stud book,taelng calendar, stock register, com¬ 
plete poultry fancier, etc.; and from a Morgan, a Blackhawk, a Priaim or 
a Glencoe, down to a Seabright Bantam or a Bolton, from Lady Suf¬ 
folk's time to Diomed, or Sir Archy'a year and pedigree, you'd better 
not bet against getting any Information that you may desire out of him, 
unless you’ve a fancy for loslug-and if you have—then go ahead I’’ In 
consequence, then, of these difficulties, any journal which had been de¬ 
voted solely to sporting would have been doomed to immediate failure. 
Therefore, the editor himself observed, “unwearied pains were taken to 
give The Spirit of the Times some portion of literary reputation,*’ and 
he had great satisAaction iu recording that there were in the list many 
persons utterly Indifferent to the sporting department of the paper. By 
thus difereifylng the range of The Spirit currency was afforded to the 
sporting, which ever remained the ulterior aim, and such au Increasing 
love for manly sport was inculcated and disseminated ms to 
afford support id our day to papers wholly devoted to sportsmanship 
There la one respect, however, in which they had the advautage of us, 
and that iu the superior amount of wild sport then enjoyed, a prepond- I 
erauce of the natural over the artiAclal kind—vrUcn the columns of the 
old Spirit sufficiently attest, while there was not a little of the racing, 
shooting matches, and other exotic growths that now Oourish so 
abundantly. 

But the firmest hold of The SjnrU upon the public, was the unbound¬ 
ed personal popularity of its editor, and It was well realised, and so ex¬ 
pressed, that when he should be taken hence, bis place would never be 
Ailed again, as a sportsman, an editor, a man or a friend. “Iu one of 
Its later issues,'' says Frauk Forester, “the Arst number of a uew year, 
the twenty-fourth of *The Spirit's’ age, he remarked, und never were 
truer words penued or spoken, that “most of the subscribers, and all of 
tb» correspondents and contributors of the paper, were hie own personal 
friends r* No military or naval slatlonjln the United States but was a 
weekly recipient of "The Spirit of the Times.’’ From Edinburgh to 
Australia, from Canada to the Cape of Good Hope, from Canton to St. 
Pete reburgh, from Calcutta to Newfoundland, there was not a city of 
note but “The Spirit*' numbered. In Its inhabitants subscribers and 
correspondents.'’ “And what correspondents 1” said a Southern writer. 
‘It were not too much to say that, aa probably no editor ever lived In 
the world, who possessed such really innumerable hosts of friends, who 
enjoyed such boundless and well -deserved popularity, so no Journal 
ever rejoiced in such variety of talent, lo contributors—all voluuteere— 
so eminent, so versatile, so able, so distinguished,’’ continues the same 
writer In allusion to “The Spirit” office. “In those days you never 
could enter Its time-honored door without meeting the best company, 
and having the best convureatlon'that was to be found going in America. 
In those days, what talent, as well as what good-fellowship used to as¬ 
semble within those walls, snd t rally around old Bill, as the centre of mag¬ 
netic attraction. No class of men bat had there Its repreaeeentatatlve; 
no branch of talent but had Its proAclent, from the storming a fortress or 
throwing up an earthwork, to calculating a lunar, or clnb-haullug a 
ship; from construing a Greek chorus, to cropping 
a bull pups ears; from checkmating a first 
rate chess-player, to cutting down a woodcock under full headway In a 
brake, or stopping a coot skating at ninety miles an hour down a north¬ 
easter; from running a hundred off the spot, to writing a review for the 
'North American,’ or a poem for 'Blackwood,' from riding a steeplechase 
to painting a portrait of F tshlon ; from rolling aj dozeu ten strikes In 
succession, to ampatatlngfa thigh In the socket. If you wanted any* 
thing done, however strange or difficult, or outjof the common way, tn 
the office of “The Spirit,” you were sure to And the fellow that could do 
It, and do It the beet, too, and no mistake." 

At the time of which we write, “The Spirit” office was In Barclay 
street. No. 1, and aboot fifteen paces below there was, strange to say, a 
club house or restaurant, known as ” Franks.” This was the favorite 
reaort of the gentlemen who contributed to “The Spirit,'’ and was face¬ 
tiously designated by Porter aa the lower office. Suppose we take a 
glance at the celebrities who were wont to frequffiU the place, through 
spectacles afforded ns by a number of articles written lo the “N. Y. 
Age" sad In “The Leader," some twenty-five years ago, 

As we enter, we find ourselves In a kind of cupboard, in the Inside of 
which la painted that remarkable word “rusa." Obey this summons,and 
w« need take only two paces directly In front to find ourselves standing 
tn “Frank's" bar room. Say It Is Wednesday, at noon, and “mine host,' 
who Is a rather short, rather ruddy, rather stoat, and rather pleaaaot 
looking person, with black eyes and whiskers to match, may be seen 
■landing opposite a goodly rump of corned beef, consummately cooked 
and of delicious flavor, to a share of which all comers are welcome. 
The room Is long and lofty, and contains, among other things, an oyster 
aund, at which “butter" Is ''extra,” s barber's sign, sundry prints and 
paintings, besides numerous well-appointed private retreats, and a 


couple of bowling alleys. Let os seat ourselves at the table at which 
are hospitably placed a number of rough arm chairs, and amuse our¬ 
selves with the newspapers from every part of the world—"The Spirit" 
exchange*—and make tfie acquaintance of the habitues at “Franks,” as 
they casually vlait “the sanctum,” as the place was familiarly entitled. 

Prominent among the visitors, as a matter of course, stood Col. Por¬ 
ter, the well-known editor of The Spirit—"The tall Son of York,” for 
William coanted six feet four Inches perpendicular In his stockings; 
was remarkable for hla general suavity and disinterested philanthropy, 
hla evident mission on earth being, aa he contended, to oblige every¬ 
body. As an editor, he was ever ready to confer favors; as a man, his 
heart and parse were within the reach of every applicant, for selfish¬ 
ness as well as egotism were unknown qualities to a man of so gener¬ 
ous a nature. He la attired In a rifle-green sporting suit, and towering 
In height above hla companions, his black beard and whiskers fringe 
his somewhat pale and placid face luxuriantly. 

A distinguished personage among the habitues of the house was a 
dapper gentleman, whose mild face bore a bushy pair of whiskers and 
beamed from beneath his anburn locks with a pleasant smile. Lord 
George Gordon was quite a Chesterfield, and his opinions on all matters 
—especially such as appertained to dress and manners -were to be re¬ 
garded aa pare gospel. George was the very pins of ueatnees; but par¬ 
ticularly did bis Jauntlneaa display Itself In Lhe style and mauner of 
polslug his hat on hie head, as well as In the condescending, patronlziug 
elegance with which he removed it for the purpose# of salutation. Gor¬ 
don was the Yorick of a thousand dinner parties, which he enlivened 
by a constant fiow of wit, humor and anecdote, queer, quick, cockney 
cleverness, amusing affectations and odd expressions. 

That tall, square-built, broad-shouldered gentleman, with a heavy 
moustache and sunburnt face, dressed In fustian shooting Jacket, cor¬ 
duroy pantaloons and preposterously thick brogans. who has Just en¬ 
tered, Is Frank Forester. He is energetic in the expression of his opin¬ 
ions, and apt to argue a point in dispute eon spirifo. Engaged In con¬ 
versation with him is Bob Clark, the animal painter, a stout, llght-com- 
plexloned young man, with hla coat buttoned across his chest He is 
still grumbling that he was not allowed to ride In the "Gentlemen's 
Post Stake" a few weeks ago, and talks earnestly to Frank, who won 
the race In question. Frank listens to him patiently for a moment or 
two and ihen torns to the gentleman accompanying him, his co¬ 
editor, Thoms* Plcton, who asks him whut he'll take? 
“The Juvenile,” a* Colonel Tom Is familiarly called, la 
a general favorite, and served a* The Spirit's Special 
correspondent during his recent European tour. The Colonel I* a gen¬ 
tleman of superior literary ability, and Is a descendant of that other 
famous Colonel Plcton. who did a good deal of the work at Waterloo, 
for which the Iron Doke afterwards received the credit. Durlug" the 
afore-mentlened trip "the juvenile" saw more sights and met with more 
adventure* than conld be told In a month's time, and also returned with 
a title as big a* au elephant, and nearly as formidable—the Chevalier 
Thomas Plcton, Count of Badajo*. Pictnn's acquaintance with Herbert 
began while the latter was a teacher In Huddart'* Classical Academy, 
where Tom wa* a pupil, and he is now the associate editor of his old 
preceptor on The Sachem. 

Here we have another literary notability In the person of Col. Thorpe, 
a stout, solid gentleman, better known aa Tom Owen, the Bee Hnnter. 
whose personal appearance gives bat little token of the possession of 
that heartiness of humor which characterises his Southwestern sketches, 
particularly the “Big Bear of Arkansas," and who is assuredly entitled 
to a front seat among American humorists. On the contrary, the 
Colonel has the look of a solid planter, from whom we should as con- 
Adently expect the perpetration of a Joke, as to contemplate hie brother, 
Col. John 8. Da Solle, performing on th B^orde volant «. 

There comes Joel ah Howe, the advocate In ordinary to every patron 
of “Frank's’' who has the misfortune to tumble Into legal disputations, 
s matter of fact personage of more than ordinary talent, and a decided 
propensity to argne with somebody. At this moment be is In close con¬ 
fabulation with James Oakes. “Acorn" of the old Salt House, who is re¬ 
galing him with the particulars of Frank Forester's recent visit to Bos¬ 
ton, during which Frank handled the ribbons In a manner astonishing 
to mention, giving the dust to the other “werry fast crabs,” to the no 
little surprise of the M. C. A. 

Au addition U> this party Is made hy the arrival of two disciples of 
the muses. CoL Albert Pike, of Arkansas, a noble looking man, over six 
feet In height, a remarkable embodiment of our romantic ideal of n 
frontiersman, has not only composed some of the finest poems in our 
language, but has wielded his aword In the service of his country during 
the Mexican campaign. The other Is a fine-looking, elderly gentleman, 
reminding one strongly of an Englishman, as mnch from the style of 
his peculiar habiliments as the polite heartiness of his manner. It la 
Fits Greene Ualleck. 

The door opens once more, and an exclamation of 
surprise, and a shout of welcome ring oat through the 
lofty room. The first is a gentleman just in the prime of life, with a 
most magnificent physique, of commanding height, but admirably pro¬ 
portioned. broad-shouldered and straight as an arrow. The lofty brow 
exhibits the seat of Intellect, the piercing eye and firmly set month be¬ 
speak dauntless resolution, while the dignified yet affable bearing can¬ 
not fall to prepossess the beholder;—these all give token of that com¬ 
manding station which nature has destined him. Frank Forester and 
'The Tall Son of York* crowd forward to geet the new comer, who Is none 
other than "Hall, tbo Dacolah,” now representing one of the Weetern 
Htates on the floor of Congress. The other arrival Is enveloped In • 
dark blue coat, thrown Spanish fashion over his shoulders, his face Is 
somewhat reddened by exposure, and a few sliver halm already show on 
bis head, and in hla whiskers, albeit he has scarcely approached the au¬ 
tumn of life, and baa by no means fallen Into "the sere and yellow leaf." 
It evidently does hla heart good to grip once more hy the hand bis 
friend* here '*!' the north,” and If we know anything of his true feel¬ 
ings, he ha* seen this Mexican elephant, and would rather “revel” 
In the Astor House than in the halls of the Montexnmaa. Few men 
have more friend#, aod none deeerve them better, than Goo. W. Ken¬ 
dall—long life and prosperity to him.

Editor Chicago Field: —The shooting in this vicinity 
has been poor; so far, the snipe and golden plover are just 
coming. C. Smith, Dr. A. II. Amos, J. H. Osgood, R. M. 
Boyd and J. Smith were out a short time Saturday evening 
ana bagged about fifty birds. Smith and Amos were on the 
Fox river for one day, and killed forty-five duck. I think 
the Barker Brothers have bagged more snipe than any other 
sportsmen, as they have the best dogs in the city for snipe, 
and for any hunting where staunchness, endurance, pace 
and nose are the requisites of a good dog. They own a 
brother and sister from an all red imported Irish sire and a 
white native bitch. They stand prepared to hunt them 
against any brace of setters, pointers or droppers in the city 
for five or fifty dollars. They have sold two puppies from 
them, ail red with the exception of a little while on chest. 
They are now a pair of high-headed, slashing, gallopers, and 
will point, back and retrieve as lively as most old uogs, and 
they are only six months old 25lh of April. Their owners 
expect great things of them, and I think that they are the 
coming dogs of Racine. 

C. Smith and Dr. Amos have a brace of pointer puppies 
which promise to make very fine dogs, as they retrieve 
nicely, and hunt well with but very little training. J. 
Smith has a puppy bred from some dog which he brought 
from Toronto, Canada, reported as being decendcd from the 
Duke of Portland’s Kennel. R. M. Boyd has a litlerof pup¬ 
pies from Ormsby’s Colonel, of Milwaukee, and his Fannie, 
a red and while native bitch—a very fair one, but hardly 
enough muscle to be fast and a stayer. The pup¬ 
pies are orange, red and white, but he calls them (so 1 have 
heard) blue beitons. 

Some of tbc dogs have been poisoned lutcly; Mr. A. Blake 
lost a good chicken dog last week in this manner. He has 
engaged a puppy of Wm. Barker out of his red dog Frauk, 
and 0. Barker’s red und white bitch, Flora; this makes her 
entire litter sold; provided, it docs not exceed six dog pups. 

Some fine horses arc owned here. Mr. E. Bull having 
lately bought Kiltie Fields. Mr. Case also own some 
finer ones. 

N. B.—I have not mentioned the poor dogs owned here, 
because it would interfere with my shooting chickens next 
August if 1 should undertake lo enumerate the names of 
them aDd of their owners, who think that they are the best 
dogs iu the world, although they will not poiut, cannot gal¬ 
lop, as they weigh about eighty or ninety pounds, and have 
only sufficient muscle for a forty or fifty pound setter. But 
enough for once—more by and by.

This afternoon was truly a glorious one for the opening of the Ken¬ 
tucky Association races at tbeir time-honored track. On the escutch¬ 
eon of the association arc the figures HM6—1876. showlug that through 
time* good, bad indifferent, Kentucky has stood by thoroughbred racing 
for over fifty years. Long may she wave, is the honest sentiment of 
every one interested In the advancement and cultivation of this glorious 
sport. The track waa in most excellent condition, tbe slight wetting it 
received from the rain of yesterday making it as perfect as 
could be wished. Of course every one wanted to nee 
Vagrant make bin first run of the season and the attendance was very 
good indeed, doubtless the alteration of the hour of star ting this year 
having also something to do with the goodly show of spectators. 

The Phoenix Hotel Stake was the first business of the day, and six 
came out for It ont of the fifteen nominations. Vugraut was the center 
of attraction, and odds of three to one were laid on him. Opp<vsud to 
him were Clemmle G., Knapsack, Very Fine, Yandall aud Janet. In 
one of the false starts the latter got frightened, broke away from the 
man who bad hold of her head, and throwing the hoy, lamed herself ao 
that she could not start. Vagrant got off well and lay In front for three 
quarters of a mile under a pull, he tbeu got bis head and gal¬ 
loped clean away from the others, coming in the easiest of 
winners by nearly fifty yards, Clemmie G. beating Knapsack for second 
place by half a length, through the latter swerving in the straight.

THE DOG. 

The natural history of the dog, notwithstanding the spe¬ 
cies is common to the whole world, with the exception, per¬ 
haps of some groups of islands in the Pacific Ocean, is still 
involved in great doubt and obscurity, many writers con¬ 
tending that the wolf is the ttir/iit or root of all the varie¬ 
ties, whilst on the other hand, some, amongst whom is the 
great naturalist just quoted, contend that the shepherd's 
dog is the origin of all others. Naturalists, particularly in 
former years, have too frequently given us hypothesis for 
fact—or have rested their conclusions upon insulated and 
disputable circumstances. The very strong resemblance 
which exists between the wolf and those varieties of dogs, 
in particular, which are as yet imperfectly reclaimed from 
a savage state, would appear very strongly to point out the 
former, as the stock from which all the varieties of the do¬ 
mestic animal have originally sprung—the oeculiarities of 
the different varieties being the result simply of domestica¬ 
tion—climate, food and education. In evidence of the 
above soppositioQ, we have the following conclusive facts: 

First. The identity of the anatomical structure of the 
dog and wolf—particularly in the number, genoral 
form and arrangement of their teeth, and in 
the form and structure of their genital systems. 

Secondly. The similarity of their habits, etc. Both the 
dog and wolf in a state of nature exhibit similar habits and 
dispositions—they both hunt in packs, live upon the same 
kind of food, exhibit similar degrees of intelligence; during 
their sexual season they engage alike in the most furious 
combats with each other for the possession of the females; 
whilst, also, they are liable to the same diseases, particular¬ 
ly hydrophobia. 

. _ Thirdly. The wolf, as well as the dog, is capable of be¬ 
ing tamed, and when thus domesticated it presents, in its 
manners, habits, motions, attachment to its master, its 
capability of distinguishing him, by his voice or scent, after 
a long absence, among a crowd of strangers, etc. All 
those peculiarities which every one knows are the distin¬ 
guishing traits of the domestic dog, For these facts we are 
indebted principally to F. Cuvier, one of the most distin¬ 
guished and scientific naturalists of the present day (see Anal 
du mm d' hit/orie naturals). In 1800 a full grown she wolf, 
that been caught in a trap was brought to the Royal Menag¬ 
erie at Paris; it became so tame as to live among the 
dogs, and propogated with them repeatedly. She, 
like them, barked at all strangers, and so far 
forgot her carniverous appetite as to offer no 
injury to the poultry, to which she had free access. 

In the East, and Particularly in Persia, we are informed in 
the Eney. (art. Canit) wolves are exhibited as spectacles to 
the people; when young they are learned to dance, or rather 
to perform a kind of wrestling with a number of men. 
Chardin tells us, that a wolf, well educated in dancing, is 
sold at 600 French crowns. Fourthly, the. striking external 
resemblance between the dog, so common in the villages of 
many of our northern Indian tribes, and the native wolves 
with which their immediate vicinity abounds. 

Some interesting remarks, on the native Northern Ameri 
can dogs, are contained in the Med. & Phys. Journ. vol. 1— 
PC 2, page 13, from the pen of the late Professor Barton 
'The Indian dog," he remarks, “is frequently called by the 
traders and others, 'the half-wolf breed;' his general aspect 
is, indeed, more that of the wolf, than of the common do¬ 
mesticated dog." This resemblance is further manifested 
by the figure of his body, bis erect and pointed ears, his 
long, Bmall snout, and very sharp nose;—“his barking is 
more like the howling of the wolf.” “Ourjdogs when once 
attacked by these Indian dogs always fear and'sbun them. 

It is a curious circumstance that the Indian dog will never 
attack, or pursue the wolf, which the common 
dogi to readily do; this fact seems to point, very strongly, 
to the origin of the American animal." The professor adds: 
"Everything shows that the Indian dog is a much more 
savage or imperfectly reclaimed animal, than the common 
dog. Mr. Jay is of opinion that it is the corns Intrant, the 
prairie or barking wolf, which is most probably the origin 
of the domestic dog of the Indians. (See Long’s Expedi¬ 
tion, vol. 1., page 168.) 

Fifthly. The fact that copulation has taken place be¬ 
tween the wolf and dog, and that the offspring of such con¬ 
gress arc prolific, is a conclusive proof that they are of the 
same species. It is an axiom universally received among 
naturalists, that animals of the tame kind, but different in 
tpeeiet, may produce offspring having points of resemblance 
to both their parents, but their offspriug are invariably 
Iteril* or incapable of propagation; hence, whenever prolific 
offspring result from the copulation of any two animals, 
they must have been of one and the same species. The ev¬ 
idence that the offspring of the wolf with the dog, or vice 
vena, are prolific, is as follows: An animal merchant in 
Holborn turned a wolf to a Pomeranian bitch In heat; the con¬ 
gress was immediate, and as is usual between dog and bitch; 
she produced ten pups. Mr. Pennant, the distinguished natur¬ 
alist who relates this fact, subsequently saw one of these 
pups at Gordon Castle that bad very much the resemblance 
of * wolf, and on being slipped at a weak deer, it caught the 
latter by the throat and killed It. "I could not learn," re¬ 
marks Mr. P., “whether this mongrel continued its species, 
bat another of the same kind did, and stocked the neighbor’ 
hood of Focbaber, in the county Moray, Scotland, where it 
was kept, with a multitude of core, of a most wolfish as¬ 
pect. ’‘There was lately living,” adds this naturalist, “a 
mongrel offspring of this kind; It greatly resembled its wolf 
parent." During day it was very tame, but at night some¬ 


times relapsed into ferocity. It never barked, but rather 
howled; when it came into fields where sheep wore, It would 
feign lameness, but if no one were present, it would in- 
stoutly attack them. It had been teen in copulation with a 
bitch, which afterwards pupped." The bitch will also 
breed with the fox. The woodman of Mongewell. 

Oxfordshire, England, had a bitch which constantly fol 
lowed him, the offspring of a tame male fox 

by a shepherd cur, and she again bad pup¬ 
pies by a dog." In confirmation of the above, I)r. Pal¬ 
las, writing from the North of Europe, 1871, states: “I have 
seen at Moscow about twenty spurious from dogs and black 
wolves. They are for the most part like wolves, except that 
some carry their tails higher, and have a kind of hoarse 
bark. They multiply among themselves." Mr. Hunter, 
the celebrated surgeon and naturalist, declares likewise the 
fact of prolific offspring resulting from the copulation of 
the dog and wolf. During Parry's expedition to the North 
Pole, Mr. Sabine states that the dogs belonging to the ships 
were repeatedly observed to copulate with the savage wolf; 
which circumstance this gentleman, who was joined to the 
expedition, in consequence of his being "well skilled in 
natural history", considers aconvincing proof of the identity 
of species. The wolf In the menagerie at Paris, referred to 
by F. Cuvier, as already mentioned, propagated with the 
dogs. It is considered indeed, in America, a fact very 
fully established, that the wolf and the dog will, and fre¬ 
quently do copulate. To my own knowledge, it is very 
common for the hunters in the interior and western part of 
Pennsylvania to chain a bitch when in heat, in parts of the 
forests frequented by wolves, for the purpose of improving 
by crossing the breed. The dogs thus produced I have fre¬ 
quently seen, and in most instances they bear so close a re¬ 
semblance to the wolf, that a superficial observer would not 
know the difference.

Duck Shooting—Iowa Game Laws and Blue Blood. 


Dim Moines. Iowa, April, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Field: —As each recurring Saturday 
brings promptly to hand the ever welcome Field, my con¬ 
science smites me for neglecting to contribute my small 
stock to the general store of sporting matters always to be 
found in its columns, but my excuse must be the horrible 
dearth of all items of sporting interest in this section of the 
world. The advance guards of the water fowl put in an 
appearance earlier than usual this Spring, and every owner 
of gun and dog felt happy at the prospect of a month or 
six weeks season. Dogs were in good demand with but 
limited supply; contracts were made with hotels and restau¬ 
rants to furnish game at remarkably low figures. The gun 
stores did a land-office business in ammunition and shoot¬ 
er's articles; a party of six joined together and purchased a 
tent and camp out-fit, intending to supply the New York 
market with ducks killed on the bottoms of the classic 
Skunk. But man proposes and the weather disposes. A 
second edition of Winter came down and laid his icy grip 
on the waters and held it there until now when Spring is 
fairly opened. The feathered legions with keen remem¬ 
brance of cold toes and frozen victuals, may be seen high 
in air, giving us the go-by in their flight to Summer quar¬ 
ters. The general results of the campaign may be summed 
up as follows: a general depreciation of the value of water- 
dogs; a considerable amount of idle capital in the sbupe of 
powder and lead; a bran-new tent for sale at a heavy dis¬ 
count, owners having no use for it; and lastly, an impres¬ 
sion among hotel-keepers that bargains made with hunters 
are not binding, from the fact that "wild duck" has not in a 
solitary instance graced their bills of fare. 

The wise men of our Legislature failed to do the usual 
amount of contradictory tinkering at the game laws this 
Winter, merely trying to rectify a few of the blunders com¬ 
mitted at former sessions. For tbe past two years it has 
been lawful to shoot prairie chickens at any and all times of 
the year, and as a natural consequence our shops have had 
them for sale openly, and our daily papers quote prices reg¬ 
ularly, as late in the season as the present time. The law, 
as now amended, forbids tbe killing of them between the 
1st day of December and the 15th day of August; also the 
shipping of tbe same in or out of the State at any time of 
the year; but oh, brother sportsmen of Chicago and else¬ 
where, know ye that on making affidavit before a justice of 
the peace that the same are not for sale or profit, the law 
permits you to ship, not to exceed one dozen in one day, 
any of the game birds of the State of Iowa. 

The wave of “blue blood” that is rolling over the country 
has produced a ripple here. Mr. H. A. Reinig has pur¬ 
chased of C. F. Demuth, Fort Dodge, a handsome 
seven months old pup out of Dora by Raymond’s Pride 
of the Border; and now a number of our sportsmen that 
heretofore held that the native blood was good enough for 
them, are considering the advantages of being “off with the 
old love and on with the new”. Well, in my humble opin- 
i°n, blood will tell in dogs as well as in horses and hunmns.

Editor Ciiicaoo Field:— While on n trip duck shooting 
i the Nuss Bays a short time since, I came across 
the camp of a party from here, and thought a little Bkctch 
of it in general would not be nmiHs. The party was 8. H. Ives 
and 8t. 8. Philips, with a brother of Mr. Ives with two fine 
spaniel dogs. They make semi-annual trips and are in 
camp from three to five weeks, according to weather and 
circumstances, this Spring 33 days. They use three or four 
tents, the main one 17x13 and 10 ft. high. One is used for 
an inside of the sleeping apartment, and the other for stores 

f uns, etc. They come prepared to stay, and usually go in 
y teams one or two weeks before the roudB break up and 
by the time the shooting commences they are in good shape 
to endure the hard work which is aconsequcnce of duck shoot¬ 
ing. They keep a supply of good boats, and as the princi¬ 
pal object of the trip is health and amusement, they don’t 
work as many hours as the hunter for market, and spare no 
pains in having a complete camp, with all the amuse¬ 
ments inside as well as work outside, and the latchstring is 
always out as long as there is room. Mr. Phillips keeps a 
daily record of the events of the day and number of game 
each kills. 

The past shoot has not been as good in the way of large 
bags in tbe aggregate footing up but fifteen barrels of 
ducks, nor were the geese as plenty as usual, as they got 
only nine. A few fine specimens of eagle hawks, cormo¬ 
rants, summer duck, etc., were preserved by them in good 
order for scientific purposes. The cold weather interfered 
greatly with the shinning. Where the birds were most 
plenty it froze so hard that they could not get to shooting 
till mid-day, thereby losing the best half of the day. The 
largest bags were 184-88, 66-08. The game was nearly all 
Mallards, only about a dozen common ducks were killed, 
and they as practice going oat and coming in. I intend 
taking u trip during the Summer months with this party to 
their fishing grounds on Lake 8t. Clair, when I will en¬ 
deavor to give you a short account of it.

Somerset, Ohio, April 30, 1878. 

Editor Chicago Field: —You will observe by the new 
game law that quail are not allowed to be killed at any time 
or place until after November 15th, 1877. Outsiders might 
suppose that the bill in question wasjpassed to protect the 
quail, but nothing could be farther from the truth. The 
grangers who advocated the passage of this law, care noth¬ 
ing for the quail, they are of those who shoot bob-white on 
tbe fences, while his mate is hatching out the young brood; 
who trap them by dozens during the Winter, and even break 
up tbe nests and eat the eggs while harvesting. I have 
beard men boast of doing all these things, and when told 
that they were violating the State law, would, reply that “A 
man can do wbat he likes on his own land." 

The intent of the new law is simply to make shooting on 
the wing unlawful in this State for two years, and then, if 
possible, to aboliBh all shooting. Quail, if only shot at the 
proper season, will never sensibly diminish in this State, as 
a proof of which I would be willing to wager any amount 
within my means, that I could next November bag three 
hundred quail in six days shooting, all the birds to be killed 
on the wiDg, provided the land-holders’ consent could be 
obtained, and I allowed to choose my own ground, which 
would be in Central Ohio. Old Gunnbb.

Editor Chicago Field:—I said in my last, that the law 
had done us out of our snipe shooting, and the Bnipe would 
be no more plentiful here on their return passage. I am led 
to these remarks from close observation. For the first ten 
years of my shooting here, woodcock, snipe and quail were 
too small game to meet the demands of the public: they 
were too insignificant to bring anything, and when I told 
that woodcock was the first and highest game on tbe Amer¬ 
ican Continent, the reply would be, that might do for the 
English, but they would just as lief have a mess of black-

bring; the result was, none were killed. And were they 
any more plentyful than now*—not a bit of it. In killing 
an hundred dozen of young chickens, you would not see 
more than half-a-dozen woodcock and about twice that 
many snipe; 'tis true, we did not beat their best grounds 
much, but with the gun in your hand nearly all the time, 
circumstances would force you over their haunts; and then 
when changing in Ihc Fall from chickens to ducks, you 
were over their ground a great deal, and they were no more 
plenty on their southern trip than they arc now.

and baggage stowed away by the side of a Binall grove, on 
the bank of a stream off on the open prairie. One party 
consisted of 8—, the getter-up of the expedition, C—, B— 
and myself, also a cook thoroughly proficient in bis busi¬ 
ness, 8— having made excellent provision for the trip by 
laying in an abundance and variety of stores. Our kennel 
consisted of “ Dash," owned by 8—: “ Mack," by C—, and 
"Cap," by B—, while I had "Fannie," “Ned" and 
" Dash." Those owned by 8— and B— were pointers, while 
C— and I had setters. 

Pinnated-grouse shooting being a new thing for the bal¬ 
ance of the party, who were also strangers in inis neighbor¬ 
hood, the management of affairs was voted upon me, since 
I was not only familiar with the sport but had shot over the 
country for several seasons. The railway station was two 
miles off, at a village of from seven to ten houses, where 
we succeeded in making arrangements with a farmer for 
the use of a wagon, team and driver, also with a party for 
what ice wo wanted, then getting a large box which fitted 
exactly into the end of the wagon for holding the ice, next 
a water keg, then a pail, and our outfit was complete. 


instructions for the wagon to be at the camp by daylight 
next morning, we strolled back to our quarters, and as 
there was still two hours of daylight C— and I con¬ 
cluded to try a neighboring stubble for grouse for 
supper. Wc soon found them, and a single one getting up 
was stopped, then another fell also, and in going a little 
further five others got up wild, but we succeeded in getting 
two more. 

Picking them up we were a little mortified to find three 
old males and one old female. Returning to camp with our 
spoils the cook produced them at supper really excellent, 
which being over and two hours of friendly chat enjoyed, 
we turned into our couches of fresh wild hay and blankets, 
to dream of the coming day, far away from the busy hum 
of city life. The barking of the dogs in the morning which 
were picketed beside the camp awoke me, while yet dark, 
to find the cook already up gelliug breakfast, and the sound 
of the' approaching wagon told the team was also near by. 
Breakfast over, and everything being in readiness, a short 
drive brought us to a high ridge, formerly a good place for 
grouse, where we got out of the wagon. C. ana B, were 
not great walkers, and tenting together, agreed to shoot to¬ 
gether. By pre-arrangement S. and I went together, being 
old companions on many a hard trump, and tented together. 
We ran our dogs in turns, each brace from two to three 
hours, which kept them always fresh and in good condition, 
as those which were not at work were riding in the wagon, 
in chargeTff the driver. 8.'s "Dash" and "Fannie" had the 
first cast, and in the early morning with line scent, behaved 
well, I had hunted them together over the same ground the 
previous season, the birds were plenty, and the shooting of 
the easiest description. 0. and B. being on the right, 
and in plain view, were also having an amus¬ 
ing time of it, C. would miss, then get vexed 
because he had done so, go and kick his dog 
which was behaving very well, when good natured a. 
would make an appeal in behalf of the dog, only to be met 
with a retort more forcible than polite to mind his own cur. 
As the day advanced the heat became oppressive, and wo 
returned to camp to lunch and wait until it became cooler 
in the afternoon, when wc again went out and gave “ Ned ” 
and “Dash” the first cast, they having acted a little keen 
in their run in the forenoon. Now they did much better and 
continued to improve as the scenting became better toward 
evening, and the birds moving more. On returning to camp 
we counted out nearly sixty grouse, as the result of our first 
day, the other party being not quite so fortunate. The 
shooting continued much the same for two weeks, our bag 
varying a few birds only each day, and had a pleasant time 
excepting on one occasion when hunting a stubblle field, an 
irate granger with a gun, charged down upon us at full speed, 
on horseback, threatening to snoot us and our dogs, and using 
epithetB more applicable to the male portion of our Ken¬ 
nel than Bportsmen. I called "Fannie" to wheel at once as 
his api>earance was not at all prepossessing, and if the same 
scale of points are observed at a baby show, as at a canine 
bench show, the balance were of little value where he would 
have taken first prize, as he plainly evinced a sad lack of 
what fanciers call “ quality.” His course was directed for 
me, and I spedily made up my mind that on 
his first motion to raise that gun in a shoot¬ 
ing position, I would furnish the optician with 
a job if he escaped a direct trip with the undertaker; 
when within twenty yards he suddenly Btopped, dismounted 
and grasping his gun by the muzzle, raised it over his head, 
and rushed to the attack. I was raised in a country where 
to lie able to stop an old cock grouse going down wind at 
forty yards, and be well in at the death of a fox after a hard 
run, and have a little knowledge of the manly art were con¬ 
sidered necessary qualifications for a sportsman, so placing 
myself in position, I awaited the rush, but alas! wbeu 
within two yards, his courage leaked out, and 8 com¬ 
ing over, used mild argument, whilst I recommended some¬ 
thing more effective for such cases,|when he speedily left to 
trouble us no more. Business now requiring the return of 

C-and B-, they packed uo their tent and bade us 

good bye, B-making a gift of bis pointer to a land agent 

who also furnished us with a most laughable incident, for even 
when enjoying capital shooting, camping becomes monot¬ 
onous withoutsome little incidenlor otherfor variety. Com¬ 
ing down to our tent one night when feeling Jolly, driving a 
neat pair of trotting mares to a road waggon, ana meeting a

and the sun coming out cleur, and the atmosphere greatly 
cooled off, the shooting was excellent. 

.u Il \.V le ! r habits, the pinnated grouse more closely resemble 
the black game of Great Britain than the red grouse, and in 
the early season are very easily found and killed. I would 
much prefer bagging thirty birds in October for sport, than 
double that number in August, when one pellet of No. 8 
will orten bring them down, whereas in October they are 
strong and wild, and require effective shooting to stop them 
The setter portion of our kennei were fine rangers, staunch 
and sure, and we adopted the method of let¬ 
ting them range in the open country while we 
rode along in the wagon, and found this plan to work quite 
well; on finding the birds we would get ot^and shoot. In 
one respect dogs are like human beings, that is, each have 
their own peculiarities. When Fannie got at all bothered 
and could not make anything out, she would make a 
straight course out a short distance, and deseribe as exact 
a circle as is done by a compass; and if failing to strike the 
trail out, would return inside the circle and try there until 
if not found, she was satisfied the birds had gone; a trait i 
never saw any other dog posses#. 

The late rams had filled the ponds with water, and now 
mallard and teal not unfrequontly varied our bag, leaving 
nothing wanting in the way of sport only colder weather 
and stronger, wilder birds. 

The month which 8. had allowed himself from business 
was now drawing to a close; we therefore struck tent, 
packed up, terminating a pleasant trip and returned to our 
home refreshed and invigorated until brown October, when 
the honking of the Canada goose, the Bhrill call of the Band- 
hill crane and western brant added to the familiar sounds 
of the mallard and teal, mingling with the cackle of the 
pinnated grouse and piping of the quail, found us again in 
a favorite location for sport, overflowing in spirits, and in 
a state of serene happiness, such ob the lovers of flood 
field know how to appreciate. John. 

“Signs”—Guides—“Fire Hunting,” or “Shining.’’ 

[Written forTas Chicago Field.] 

The study of sign language is a field in which the aver¬ 
age man may attain a moderate degree of proficiency; but a 
rare combination of talent is requisite to attain excellence. 
In this field, the Indian excels the white man. I am aware 
that there are those who will dispute this assertion; but a la 
Bogardus, I know that he does. If you will consult Gen. 
Custer’s Life on the Plains; Parkman’s Discoverers of the 
Northwest; Bancroft's History of the Races of the Pacific 
Slope, etc., you will find that I am not alone in this opinion. 

Scarcely pretending to mediocrity in wood-craft, it would, 
perhaps, be easier for me to state what is not, than what is 
requisite as a guide. 

In temperament he must be neither too sluggish nor yet 
liable to explode, like nitro-glycerine. He must have a 
quick eye, an acute car, and great power of endurance. He 
must be able to make forty miles one day with another, and 
sixty miles in an emergency. He must be able to carry im¬ 
mense burdens, walk on snow-shoes, swim rivers; propel a 
raft, paddle a canoe, row a boat, ride a wild horse, throw the 
lasso, take game on the jump or on the wing, in the water, 
on the land or in the air, course a bea, follow a trail, sew on 
a button, mend a moccasin and cook a dinner. He must 
never be tired, nor hungry, nor sleepy, when his employer 
wants a helping hand; and when his “boss” kills an 
old, poor, tough, blue doe, rather than quench his enthusi¬ 
asm, tbe guide must insist that it is one of the largest and 
fattest does he ever saw. He must join in his exultant yell, 
magnify the distance and extol his skill. Then shall 
the self-sacrificing guide share hiB employer's best tobacco, 
sip his best wine, and be the recipient of sundry gratuities. 

The reader may be curious to know if ever I came across 
such a prodigy. I have. He is a half-breed,—Menominee, 
and French; and his name is somewhat like the following: 
Ka-ke-ko-che-scotobac-leno-lapcr-po-che-wah-hoo, which, If 
I may reason by analogy, means, “Brevity is the soul of 
wit.’ He is also known by the name of Moses Aspio. But 
for short, we usually call him Brevity. 

In still-hunting, we keep a sharp lookout for sign, in 
order to be informed what kind of animals inhabit our 
chosen hunting ground. In this we take as much pains as a 
geologist would in trying to determine the character of tbe 
animals and vegetables belonging to a pro-historic age, by 
a sthdy of rocks and strata. 

. He is searching for a petrified leaf, we for a cropped leaf 
or twig which beare a tooth-mark; lie hunts for skeletons, 
we forliving animals. In his search for evidence of ancient 


life, his heart, perchance, gives a _ _ 

indications of life in a class of rocks heretofore believed to 
antidate animal life. We are cognizant of a similar thrill 
when hunting for “sign,” we get sig u of the sign-maker. 
The wild Ishmalite, Brevity, proceeds in much the same 
manner as the man of science who seeks a key to the pic¬ 
ture-writings of Egypt or Central America, or the compara¬ 
tive anatomist among a lot of miscellaneous bones. 

Thu science of “signs" has manv hiceties, as Frank For¬ 
rester says, which cannot be taught in books. 

KIKE HUNTING. 

We learned the art f fire hunting from the Indians. Long 
before the white man set foot in the Western World, the 
red man had learned the advantage of “skining." In the 
Bouth his torch was made of pine knots; in Indiana and 
Ohio he made them of hickory bark, and in the Lake Supe¬ 
rior country of the bark of the birch. 

The white man has made an improvement on this primi¬ 
tive method and uses a police lamp. It is attached to a 
leathern cap which is made to close at the back of the head 
with Btrap and buckle, so as to regulate the size to suit the 
head. The lamp is placed over the left eye in such a position 
as will enable the wearer to throw the light on the deer or 
other animal, and see the sights of his gun at the same time. 
The best weapon for this style of hunting la a ten bore 
breech loading shot gun, which should be charged with five 
drachms of powder and twelve buckshot of a size which 
will chamber loosely in the muzzle by three's or 18 by four's. 
Many a dark night—and the darker the better—have I 
tramped up and down the rail, logging and supply roads in 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan shining for deer. Many 
a night nave 1 hovered on the "ragged edge" of a turnip 
patch in the Black Swamp region of Ohio until chilled to 
the bone. Of all the animal kingdom the eyes of the cat 
tribe, as viewed by lamp-light, are the most fierce and 
brilliant.

XT DEBUT AS A SHINER. 

About the close of a warm, drizzly day “In the dark of 
the moon in early September, when camping on the . be¬ 
witching Mtchigamna, Brevity arose and said in his usual 
laconic way. “Time to go; everything ready." 

Brevity, the Charon of this river Styx, directed me to a 
seat in the bow of tbe boat, while'he seated himself in the 
stern and shoved Into the current and down stream. A 
short distance below there is a “spread” in the river a mile 
in circuit.

If I could 
shoot a deer with as much eangfrmd as I can a beef in a 
barn-yard, the life of a huntsman would have no charm, 
nor romance, nor poetry for me.

boat s length of the shore. I fired at the space between the 
eyes, and when the sound, thrice repeated by the echoing 
shores bad died away, we could distinctly hear something 
struggling in the grass.

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

The official minutes of the Board of Appeals’ meeting held 
at Cleveland, last week, will be found elsewhere. In several 
respects it was a meeting of great importance to the inter¬ 
ests of the trotting turf. Details of organization under the 
new system of District Boards had to be perfected; the 
financial system of the association required putting upon a 
firm and substantial basis, and the much mooted question of 
the Secretaryship had to be settled. From a perusal of the 
reported transactions we think it will generally be conceded 
that the decisions arrived at are in accordance with the ex¬ 
pressed and implied wishes of the associate members. The 
National Association having acceded to the wishes of the 
West by giving each section a District Board for the decis¬ 
ion of cases arising in the different localities, the work of 
the Board of Appeals in designating how such boards should 
be constituted, was simply the furtherance of the scheme, 
and the rules laid down are just and sound. The Western 
Board, as originally appointed, has, through the resignation 
of General Singleton, been changed. The declination of 
that gentleman to serve is to be regretted, but the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. Charles L. Hunt, of St. Louis, to the vacant 
seat will be hailed with satisfaction by the West, as he is a 
gentleman of well-known probity and ability, besides hav¬ 
ing a thorough knowledge of the peculiar duties required to 
till the position. Judge Grant introduced a resolution sev¬ 
ering the offices of Secretary and Treasurer, and the elections 
for these offices resulted in Mr. Charles J. Vail being ap¬ 
pointed to the former position, and'Mr. Lewis J. Pawers, of 
Springtield, Massachusetts, being put in charge of the finan¬ 
ces. Mr. Vail at the same time tendering bis resignation as 
a member of the Board. This action is in express accord 
with the wishes of the members of the National Association 
and Mr. Vail as Secretary will be much more advanta¬ 
geous to the trotting turf than as a member of the Board. 
His knowledge of the detail work of the Secretary's depart¬ 
ment is the result of years of experience, and a new hand 
would find considerable difficulty in learning the elaborate 
routine required to fill the position satisfactorily. With Mr. 
Powers as Treasurer, our minds are set at rest with regard 
to the utmost vigilance being exercised in guarding 
the funds of the Association. From our personal 
knowledge of Mr. Power’s financial capabilities, we can as¬ 
sure our readers that to our mind, no better selection could 
have been made. It will also be observed, that by the ap¬ 
pointment of a disbursement committee,consisting of Messrs. 
Woolley, Powers and Loomis an additional safeguard 
against extravagance in the financial department has been 
introduced, which will inspire confidence where it was much 
needed. 

A docket of sixty-three cases was disposed of, eighteen of 
them being refered to the District Boards. The Secretary 
informs us that the official decisions in the cases acted upon 
will be forwarded as soon as the necessary work of tran¬ 
scribing the action of the Board is finished. 

The rooms of the Detroit Gun Club are a credit to the 
club; they are situated at the comer of Jefferson and 
Woodward avenue, ovfcr the Giliman Brother’s restaurant, 
and command one of the finest views of the principal prom¬ 
enades in Detroit; a better location could not have been se¬ 
lected. The rooms are handsomely furnished, and the 
latch-string hangs oat at all times to sportsmen visiting the 
city, where will always be fonnd some of the gentlemen 
ready to extend to them the hospitalities of the club. The 
dnmb-walter is quite an instltntion. On a recent visit there 
we enjoyed one of the pleasantest days we have passed for 
some time. In return we can only say to Mr. Ed. Giliman, 
Mr. Kellogg, Mr. Goff Blanton, Mr. Mack and the other 
members, that the latch-string hangs out here to each and 
every one of them, and we trnat they will soon pull it. 

The club, with its well-known pablic spirit, is having 
made a cup to be presented as a prize to the Continental 
Bench Show. It is needless to say It will not be one *f the 
prizes leant worth competing for. 


THE NORTHWESTERN RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 

As far back as last Fall we were earnest in our recommen¬ 
dation of an association of Northwestern rifle clubs. We 
have worked to this end, and can now announce with satis¬ 
faction that the organization has been accomplished by the 
election of officers who are chosen from various parts of the 
Northwest. It has been our desire to see in Chicago, the 
capital of the West, a rifleman's organization that shall be 
to the West what the Amateur Rifle Club is to the East. 
The Northwest is the territory of the rifle, and of it we 
should have more skilled marksmen than of any other sec¬ 
tion of country. We believe more, that we not only should 
have, but actually have at this present, more skilled marks¬ 
men at all distances than the Eastern States can produce. 
As yet the rifle movement is in its infancy in our land, but 
of that infancy the East has the start of us, aud can show 
more regularly practicing riflemen than we out West can 
produce. But as the movement increases, and the apprecia¬ 
tion of it as a recreation and a science spreads amongst the 
thinking men of our community, more skill is daily devel¬ 
oped, till we can boast ourselves of some marksmen who 
are second to none. A year ago not an organized rifle club 
was known in our Western States, but now we can point to 
Chicago, the first-born of the western awakening, then to 
Fort Wayne, Indiana; Jackson, Michigan; Milwaukee, Wis¬ 
consin ; Elgin, Streator, Morrison, La Salle, all in Illinois; 
Marinette, Wisconsin; Ishpeming, Michigan; Omaha, Ne¬ 
braska; Council Bluffs, Iowa, and last, but by no means 
least in skill of individual members, the clubs of Denver 
and Colorado Springs, Colorado. All of these clubs have 
not yet sent in their names as members of the newly-formed 
association, but wo have no doubt that before long they will 
all be enlisted, and that the Northwestern Rifle Association 
will be able to call a roll second not even to the Amateur 
Rifle Club, and turn out a team that shall be worthy of the 
district it represents. With a view to calling forth the hid¬ 
den lights amongst us, the association will bold an informal 
sort of meeting at the Chicago Rifle Club range, on the 18th 
inst., on which day prizes will be contested for at 200, (W0, 
800 and 1,000 yards, open to riflemen of the entire North¬ 
west; and it is earnestly desired that our immediate neigh¬ 
bors of Elgin, Jackson, Fort Wayne and Milwaukee will not 
be the only clubs represented. We want the cracks from 
all parts of the Northwest to come. We hope to see Gove 
aud Mines from Denver came arm in arm with Robey and 
Sherman, of Colorado Springs; we are anxious to see Coun¬ 
cil Bluffs meet Omaha, and Marinette join hand in band 
with Ishpeming, and all in generous rivalry, shoot for the 
honor of their cities. Let them not come merely with rifle 
in hand, but with authority from their clubs to act as repre¬ 
sentatives at the meeting to be held on the 17th at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in this city. At that meeting we hope 
to see the Northwestern Association firmly consolidated as 
a nucleus around which our riflemen may form. We hope 
that on that occasion men who meet as strangers shall part 
as brothers in arms to propagate the gospel of target prac¬ 
tice as a science, a recreation, and a national defense. We 
may now laugh at the idea of defense, but the day might 
come when we need it; then what a nation we should be, to 
arise as one man, rifle in hand, and defy the world by the 
skill we have with our rifles, even as our English forefathers 
of the middle ages defied the world by their skill with bow 
and cloth-yard arrow. Riflemen, rally! 

THE NEW YORK STATE MEETINC. 

The eighteenth annual convention of the New York State 
Association for the Protection of Fish and Game takes 
place at Geneseo on next Monday week, May 22d, and will 
as usual, last through the week. This is the most important 
of all the State sportsmen’s meetings, comprising as it does, 
forty-five clubs from all parts of the State, and is always 
looked forward to with great pleasure by the various clubs 
comprising the associations. The prizes offered for compe¬ 
tition in the tournament are more numerous this year than 
for many previous, and the competition will be correspond 
ingly spirited. In addition to the regular prizes will be a 
purse of one thousand dollars, open to the world, which 
will be divided into three prizes; live hundred dollars to the 
first, three hundred to the second, and two hundred to the 
third; ten per cent, entrance. It will be class shooting, and 
require ten to fill, or pro rata. Twenty-five birds will be 
shot at at twenty-one yards rise. This will doubtless bring 
out Captain Bogardus and the other crack shots. There will 
be also a purse in the rifle shooting, open to the world, un¬ 
restricted, at forty rods, ten dollars entrance, fifty per cent, 
to the first, thirty to second and twenty to third. It is to be 
hoped our Western sportsmen will be reprepresented there. 

The bench show will commence on Tuesday the 23d, and 
will continue through Wednesday and Thursday, the 24th 
and 25th. The entries close at 12 o'clock Tuesday. The 
prizes will be worth competing for, among them the Chica¬ 
go Field cup, valued at seventy-five dollars, which will be 
awarded the best setter dog or bitcb, to bo selected from 
the winners in classes 1st, 2d, 3d, and 4th As the expense 
is very slight from here, going by the Michigan Central 
Railroad to Detroit, thence by the Canada Bouthern to Buf¬ 
falo, and from thence by the Erie to Geneseo, it is to be 
hoped many of our western dogB will be on hand to com¬ 
pete. The programme in full will be found in our Kennel 
Department. _

The Long Distance Tournament will, without doubt, 
be a marked success, as there are no less than nine men en¬ 
tered who have sufficient confidence in their pedestrian 
powers to stake one hundred dollars on their capacity to 
travel four hundred miles in the specified six days. It was 
at first hoped that O’Leary would have entered, but he 
doubtless thinks that the bloodless victories against time are 
more profitable and easy than to tackle well-trained and 
determined competitors in a fair race. His defection might 
have been expected to spoil the Bport, but on the contrary, 
all those who were hopeless of the first prize in opposition 
to him now come boldly forward to bid for the fore¬ 
most place. Besides the main attraction of the long walk 
there will be races for shorter distances which are not yet 
decided on, but there will doubtless be races from fifty 
miles to ten, open to those speedy men who have not the 
stamina to stand the weary plodding through six days. The 
entries are chiefly from the Northwest, and there is but very 
little doubt that from nine competitors, one, or perhaps 
more will be found capable of putting on record a distance 
hitherto unequalcd by any man. It was deemed by the 
general public and our English cousins, that 100 miles in 
18:53 40 was a ludicrous impossibility, but this week the 
telegraphic account of a twenty-four hours race in London 
gives us a man to beat O'Leary’s time, and to complete 
120 miles in fifteen minutes less than the twenty-four hours. 
At the time of the controversy with our English cousins 
concerning O’Leary’s records, wo pointed out that what 
could be done “offhand” would surely be beaten by prac¬ 
tice—and the end is not yet. We would like to see the 
best turn or record beaten by the winner of the Chicago 
Field medal. _ • 

The Illinois State Sportsmen's Association. —In an¬ 
other column will be found a call from Mr. Charles E. Fel¬ 
ton to the sportsmen of DlinoU for tbe re-organization of the 
State Association on the same plan as that of the State of 
New York. It is to be hoped that a prompt response will 
be made by the various clubs in the State, and that in local¬ 
ities where no clubs at present exist they will be immedi¬ 
ately formed in order that each locality in the State may be 
represented in the association. The movement is a judi¬ 
cious one, as by this means the sportsman throughout tbe 
State will be brought into tbe association, which is impossi¬ 
ble as it is now through individual membership. Tourna¬ 
ments will be held at each of tbe annual meetings, and in 
every way will the plan of the New York State'Association 
be adhered to. As Mr. Felton was, through the Forester Club 
of Buffalo, of which he was a member, a frequent attendant 
at the New York State meetings, no one is better qualified 
to carry out successfully the programme proposed. If the 
sportsmen will only respond as they should, the annual 
meetings of the Illinois State Sportsmen's Association will 
be second to none other in importance and numbers. 

Western Colt Stakes.— The Dubuque Agricultural and 
Mechanical Exhibition of the Northwest, whose advertise¬ 
ment will be found elsewhere, have in an enterprising man¬ 
ner offered purses to be trotted for by colts and fillies; on 
the first day those of 1878 will try conclusions, and on the 
second day their elders of 1872 will compete for the honors 
of the track. It is a praiseworthy effort to encourage tbe 
breeding of good stock in the Western States, and merits 
patronage by Western breeders. The success of the Breed¬ 
er’s meeting to be held at Philadelphia, shows that with 
proper encouragement colt races will become a permanent 
institution. Tbe entries close on August 15, giving ample 
time for testing the qualities of the colls and fillies before 
entering them. 

The well-known firm of P. Webley & Sons, gunmakers of 
Birmingham and London, England, will have on exhibition 
in the sportsmen’s department of the Centenni¬ 
al Exhibition a large case containing tbe various 
systems of breech-loading shot-guns, long-range ri¬ 
fles and revolvers.

In meetings of either district board, notice of the time and place of 
the meeting shall be given to the members of sneb board and to the 
parties having cases before the same, each notice to be addressed by 
mail to the proper person fifteen days before the sitting of the board. 

At the conclusion of a sitting of a district board, n full report of the 
proceedings aud decisions of such hoard, together with all papers filed 
with them, shall be transmitted to the Secretary of the National Associ¬ 
ation, who shall Issue proper notice thereof to parties and to members 
of the National Association. 

For the expenses of each mooting of a District Board, the chairman 
thereof shall forward to the Secretary a certified statement In detail 
which shall be by him referred to the Committee on Disbursements] 
upon whose order the same shall be paid from the treasury. 

All communications and all papers relating to coses, intended lor the 
action of any District Board, shall be sent to the then chairman of such 
Board by the Secretary of the National Association.

Gkmtlemxn: -The undersigned officers of the State Sportsmen’s As 
sociation of the State of Illinois, take the liberty of addressing this cir¬ 
cular to its members, and to such other gentlemen in the State as are in 
sympathy with the work for which the State Association wt(ff formed, 
vix: For the purnose of securing the proper legislation for the protec¬ 
tion of game during the seasons at which It is Improper to pursue them, 
aud for the enforcement of such laws; and to foster and encourage the 
improvement of the dog and gun. and to promote friendly intercourse 
aud generous emulation among sportsmen. 

At the present time, this association Is only effective in Its prosecu 
tlon of open violators of the laws of the State against the exposing for 
sale and selling In Ihe Chicago markets, and in partially deterring 
from serving to customers by the several hotels and restaurants, game 
birds out of season. The great work of the association should be the 
deterring of the army of market hunters, who are continually killing, 
regard lens of the law, and preventing the many trappers, who catch, 
kill, and ship in thousands to the markets of our Eastern cities. 
Through the kindness of the managers of our loading express compa¬ 
nies. much of the latter work has been prevented the past winter, they 
having early given notice to their local ngents not to re 
ccive for shipment any packages known to contain game that has been 
unlawfully killed. 

The State Association, ns at present organized, is but an association 
of gentlemen who principally reside in C’hlcngo. and who are member* 
of the H|K>rtsinen’N Clnb*. It holds but two inerting* each year, aud 
those are but indifferently attended. To be a live organization, and 
useful for the purposes for which such on association should exist, it 
should be so reorganized that it may be the leading spirit or many like 
subordinate associations or clubs, and such subordinate clubs should be 
formed in every county or town In the Slate, and to them should the 
State Association look for the pros«>ration of the unlawful killing of 
game, or its transportation through the State, at limes when It is im¬ 
proper lo kill or transiHirt the same. 

Onr local clubs at Chicago wilt not neglect their share of the work. 
They are alive to its necessities, and they know that with the aid of 
their brother sportsmen throughout the State, our beautiful prairies 
may again be covered with pinnated grouse; our covers be filled with 
ruffed grouse. Virginia |>artridge mid woodcock, and our marshes, lakes 
and streams yield as ready sport to our amateurs us in former years; 
and the tables of our peonle, everywhere, he again bountifully sup- 
plied with luxuries so easily obtainable. If proper exertion Is now made 
for the preservation of onr game birds during the season when it Is im¬ 
proper to kill them. 

At the annual meeting in June a reorganization of the association 
will be suggested. In accordance with the spirit of this circular, by tak¬ 
ing into It* membership os a part of ll« working force the local Hu its of 
the State, making their principal officers active member*, with full 
|»owera and responsibilities, by virtue of thHr club organizations. It is 
also intended to offer to all members of such htcal club* such at true 
tioos at the State Conventions as will insure a full gathering of all the 
sportsmen belonging to them. 

With ^our assistance, we have do doubt of the success of the pro¬ 
posed change. Will yon lend It your aid? If, at present, yoa have a 
club in your locality, will you nrge it to Join the JRate Association, 
when so re organised ; send to Its meetings your officers or delegate*; 
enforce the laws of the State in your respective localities, against the 
unlawful killing, selling or shipment of game, and report your work to 
the State Association? If you have not a clnb in your 
locality, will you esune one to be organized for the purpose? We will 
send you form of constitution, or render any other assistance desired. 
Every citizen should take an interest in the matter, and wt* hvg to urge 
jrmi to nxxlxt nx now, wbllo yet them la hope of prexiTvInc to our pen- 
w* 60 . 0 great abundance, the game birds of our State.

Falcons and Falconers. 

It appears to us singular that so little reference is made 
in this country to tbai ancient and fashionable sport called 
falconry. To all appearances it is practically ignored in 
deference, perhaps, to the sensibility of Henry Bergh, 
whose excessive tenderness on behalf of all rights save those 
of humanity, possibly points out traces of tyranny in the 
training of a falcon. Certain it is, however, that our ances¬ 
tors derived abundant amusement from this graceful pas¬ 
time, whose merits appear still recognized in many parts of 
the world. 

For the benefits of the advocates of this imperial sport in 
America, we beg to translate the following from a recent 
French publication. The article is entitled " Faneon* et 
Fanconniers.” 

"Captain Saint-Sandys-Dugmore’s flights of falcons at the 
"Jardin d'Aeclimatatson" in Paris, have somewhat chafed 
the feelings of French importers. 

Jealous of ancient times, many of them, and not the least 
conspicuous, at this moment cherish the idea, to make the 
chase with this soaring bird, once more fashionable. 

This resolution is not calculated to please the Society for 
the Protection of Animals, for there are few tortures not in¬ 
dicted on these unfortunate birds in behalf of their educa¬ 
tion and in order to render them docile to the wishes of the 
master. 

Amongst all animals reduced to servitude for the gratifi¬ 
cation of the pleasures and pageantries of the great, the 
falcon is without doubt the one whose disposition is the 
most savage and independent. By dint of art, of patience 
and privations, it has been made possible to utilize his cour¬ 
age, vigor and the rapidity of its flight, but it has never in 
any falconry been possible to reproduce its species. Ac¬ 
cording to Buffon “ it remains captive without becoming 
domesticated; the individual alone is a slave, its species are 
always born to liberty and foreign to the empire of man. 

It is at the price of servile obedience that the unfortunate 
bird purchases each day of its existence. Each hour of 
sleep, each allotment of food, are exchanged for value re¬ 
ceived. Under these conditions the captive may well regret 
the dusky skies of Norway and the banks of Iceland. 

This is the proceeding used in order to impart to the fal¬ 
con that education which will render him an instrument in 
the hands of the hunter. 

He is first of all shackled, that is, cach^leg is imprisoned 
in an iron ring attached to a chain, the end of which is riv- 
etted to a metalic weight, engraved with the master's name. 
Ab an exercise of flight the falconer, with his hand covered 
with a thick skin glove, takes the bird on his fist and carries 
him thus for entire hours without permitting him an instant 
of repose, nourishment or sleep. The moment arrives when 
the bird, vanquished by fatigue and hunger, abandons all 
haughtiness of deportment. He is then hooded with a 
leathern cap whicn closes his eyes, and be is left plunged in 
profound darknesB to meditate over the duties expected 
from him. Three days and nights spent through this ordeal 
is generally found sufficient to dispose him to the most en¬ 
tire docility. He is then restored to light. He soon learns to 
acknowledge the hand whose ministrations dispel 
the sensations of fatigue and of hunger, and allows 
himself to be hooded and unhooked by his chaperon. 

Later on he is taken into the open'afr, fastened to a leath¬ 
er thong, when he is unhooded and shown the “pat" or al¬ 
luring morsel which he is invariably mude to eat upon the 
fist. 

After acquitting himself of this exercise with the greatest 
submission, he is then taught to distinguish the “leurre” or 
decoy. 

This decoy is a representative of his prey, a manikin cov¬ 
ered with feathers to simulate a bird, and upon this is placed 
the meat with which the falcon is habitually fed. 

This habit of taking his meal on the decoy tends to make 
the latter attractive, the use of which is also eventually re¬ 
sorted to whenever the flight of the bird carries him beyond 
moderate distance. The display of the decoy is always ac. 
companied with a peculiar cry from the falconer. 

The moment has now arrived to prepare the bird for the 
chase, and acquaint him with the game which he is des¬ 
tined to capture. It is optional to loosen him at small 
quadrupeds, such as hares, or large birds, as cranes or 
herons. 

Chardin, in his essays on Persia, slates that at the com¬ 
mencement of the 7th century, falcons had been trained 
to attack men and pierce their eyes. 

It was in Asia, however, that the art of falconry was first 
introduced, thence it passed to Africa, whence it reached 
Europe towards the end of the Crusades. 

Feudal Europe developed Huch a marvellous taste for the 
falcon chase, that even the sovereigns disdained not to traiu 
the falcons themselves. 

Amongst the names of crowned falconers may be cited 
those of Frederic Barbarossa, whose passionate enthusiasm 
for this mode of chase was such that he indulged the sport 
in the very presence of the enemy; of his son Henry VI.; of 
Reginald, Marquis of Este; of Manfred, King of Sicily; Ed¬ 
ward HI., of England; of Charles Quint, who ceded the 
Island of Malta to the Knights expelled from Rhodes, on 
copdlllon that on each succeeding year, in acknowledge¬ 
ment of this favor, they should send him a while falcon, of 
Francis I.; of the Landgrave Philip of Hesse, who exacted 
from all owners of dove-cots a tithe of their pigeons for the 
nourishment of his own falconB, etc., etc. 

At the court of France in the 15th century, falconry num¬ 
bered fifty falconers, exclusive of the grand master, assisted 
by fifteen gentlemen of the most approved titles. The 
whole costing the treasury on an average 50,000 limes per 
annum, accounted a large sum at that period. ... 

At this day, the art of falconry only exists in Flanders, 
Holland, and Iceland; but it is principally at Falkcnwerth 
that it can be found with all the traditlbns of olden times, 
the best school of falconry. 

The falconers of that country strike out to Norway and 
Iceland in search of their pupils. According to the Dutch 
General d’Ardesch, the following is the plan of capture; 

A falconer, perfectly concealed, holds a string one hundred 
feet long, at the extremity of which is attached a live pig¬ 
eon. At some forty steps from him, the string passes 
through a ring, near which is spread a not, connected with 
the falconer by means of a rope. When a falcon appears, 
the man jerks the string, whereby the pigeon is made to 
flutter, and in a moment the falcon swoops down upon and 
seizes him. At this Juncture, the falconer steadily draws 
in both the pigeon and the falcon until the ring is reached, 
when suddenly the not Is sprung over them, and the bird is 
captured. 


The captives are taken to Flanders and ^Holland where 
they undergo thir education as aforesaid. When it is com¬ 
pleted, they arc sent to England, where they are usually 
bought by members of the Hawking fraternity. 
Those are generally the proprietors of Heronries, such as 
Lord Lilford, the Duke of Bedford, Major Delme Radcliffc, 
Lord Berners, Captain Dunscombe, etc.”

A New Hun.

The many experiments which "Gloan" has from time to 
time made, aud published in the several sportsmen's 
journal’s of the United ritalcs, have been useful and practical 
and tended in a great measure to improve and educate the 
sportsman in the modern breech loader. The new breech- 
loading action invented by Mr. Hncider, of Baltimore, comes 
as near as possible, under the present system of tilt-up 
breech-loaders, to perfection. The general appearance of 
this gun, is in my opinion excellent. Some mechanical 
sportsman may not think this of any great utility, as there 
are I believe but few field shots that can pick up a gun, ex¬ 
amine it intelligently, and state, “here 1 see a fault," and 
“there I recognize a merit." Not being a gun machinist 
myself, I cannot give the most approved terms, but will 
state that this gun is perhaps one of the best general breech¬ 
loaders for all kinds of shooting, that I have ever seen. The 
breech-action is altogether a novelty and must be Been to be 
understood, as the spring has nothing to do with the general 
action of the gun, nor its keeping the grip in its place. In 
handling it, the balance struck me as being particularly 
equable, and a great improvement I noticed, is that the 
breech-action is evidently very strong, locking as it does at 
the furthest point from the hinge-pin; also, that the action 
is not dependent on the spring in its use, fulness and safety, 
though having one for convenience, but can be worked with 
ns much ease without one, as with one. The gun can al¬ 
ways be kept close, and the wear and tear obviated by tight¬ 
ening the two nuts on the stud, which strain on the hinge- 
pin or pivot, which is the invariable cause of looseness and 
rattle in breech-loaders, is evidently overcome by a joint 
check. This check is to me the most important part of the 
action. It is a flat piece of hardened steel, a quarter of an 
inch wide, stretching across the flat surface of the breech, 
acting as a joint-check, and so relieving a great deal of the 
wear on the unfortunate pivot or hinge-pin. as when tilted 
up, there are three stops, working conjointly. This hinge- 

K in is where the fault is in all breech-loaders. The 
arrets and the action should be so 
made as not to move from the stock at all in loading, and 
the tilt-up system with its complicated partB tends to en¬ 
hance the neat addition in expense of the modern breech¬ 
loader. If this is not so, how is it that the military experts 
of the world have never adopted the moving or tilt-up sys¬ 
tem in rifles, but have in every case shunned it? I am aware 
that it is said that none but stationary barrels could with¬ 
stand u bayonet charge and its consequent struggle, how¬ 
ever, I much prefer to leave the argument as to the strongest 
breech action to dealers and inventors, but at the same time 
think there are some practical mechanical sportsmen who 
are thoroughly versed, and make this matter a constant 
study. Of the great mass of field shots, seven-eighths are 
engaged in business, and have but a short time to spare for 
shooting, etc., and as a gun cannot possibly be tested in any 
other way than by a long series of snooting, I am bound to 
say 1 would rather take the advico of a 

reputable, practicable, mechanical gunsmith us 
to the strength of its breech action, than I 

would my own, although it is quite possible I have used 
guns in the field twenty times to his once. What is required 
in a general strong-shooting gun, is a pair of sound barrels, 
strong breech uction, and an excellent pair of locks, the rest 
of the make-up is simply a question of pocket. The new 
patented Sneidergun as triea by me, are nearly cylinder bar¬ 
rels, and very slightly ’ choked. The one I have 
is 13 bore, 81 lbs., 29 inch barrels, which experimented with 
as follows: At 40 measured yards, on a 80 inch circle, to 
test the boring, etc., not the choking, as I wished to ascer¬ 
tain if it would throw shot evenly, and not concentrate shot 
in patches. With 3 drams of Hazard's F G, and 11 oz. of 
Tatham No. 8 shot, one thin and one thick wad over pow¬ 
der, and a thick felt wad over shot, but the shot wad not 
held by mucilage, for if the cartridges were loaded over 
night, the mucilage would fasten the wad too lightly, so 1 
used the creaser. I found in 12 patterns that a quail could 
only possibly escape in one, and the penetration was suffi¬ 
cient to kill. I put half a dram more powder, loading as 
before, and chauged the shot to No. 0. In the same num¬ 
ber of patterns I found that a bird the size of a pinnated or 
ruffed grouse could hardly escape anywhere. At 00 yards 
I loaded with 4 drams and 11 oz. of No. 2 shot, and mode 
an average of 72 pellets. 1 now tried the buckshot, think¬ 
ing to put it straight through, making the target 40 inches, 
with drams of powder and 10 buckshot. In 6 trials the 
patterns averaged 81. 

There is no doubt the gun shoots remarkably well, and 
that the action is not got up for show, as after shooting it 
more than 100 limes, and some 5 or 0 times with 5 drams of 
powder, the recoil, with the exception of the latter charge, 
was scarcely perceptible. I would suggest that if the bar¬ 
rels were a darker brown, and not so Bhinging, it would be 
an improvement; also the stock at the left hand grip should 
be thiner, it looks more elegant and is more UBelul. What 
pleases the eye sella, to the contrary,notwithstanding.

He was associated with me In the editorial manage¬ 
ment of The Era and The Bar. hem, and other literary enter- 
prizes 1 was for some years the associate editor with thr 
late William T. Porter In conduct of the Old Spirit, am.

in company with both of these gentlemen, at the W ashing- 


ton. Under these circumstances I consider myself author 
ized to give my testimony as to the “marked peculiariti... 
of several personal companions of Mr. Herbert, men who 
help form tne sot of which be was one of the uidfit induetr 
tial members.”

Neither 
was Mr. Clay “so boozy" as to forget to liberate the hair 
trigger. Upon the first Are he did set the trigger, but as 
Valentine, who was undoubtedly a lunatic, committed sui¬ 
cide shortly after in a fit of temporary insanity, cursed, 
swore and railed so strongly against him for so doing, Clay 
grew nervous and handed his principal his pistol at half 
cock. Again, Herbert held practical jokes in utter detesta¬ 
tion, and If any of his younger friends indulged in them, it 
was either without his knowledge or sanction. Neither is 
Nat P. Willis to be accepted as authority upon any subject 
touching Herbert, who despised him as the debaucher of u 
friend's daughter, and Herbert was no man to refrain from 
expression of his opinion. With regard to the anecdote in 
relation to Mr. William Stuart, I can say nothing, my per¬ 
sonal intimacy with Herbert having been suspended from 
about the time of his sister's arrival at the Cedars until after 
his unfortunate marriage with a designing adventuress. If, 
during that interval, King Alcohol frequently rendered hiui 
nnfit for company after morning hours, such a state of things 
is contrary to my experience. I resided at the Cedars for 
many months continuously, when a bottle of ale at lunch, 
some sherry at dinner, and a glass of punch before retiring 
to rest, constituted the entire extent of indulgence Herbert 
permitted himself when at home.

Forester Memorial. 

A meeting of the committee, on the call of Dr. N. Rowe, 
the President of the Association, held at the Astor House, 
Monday, May 1st. There was a numerous attendance. Dr. 
Rowe, Messrs. C. R. Raymond, Salters, Tilley, Eaton, Beck¬ 
with, Thompson, Julian Scott, G. Raymond and Humph¬ 
reys were among the association members present. 

The president, after calling the meeting to order, re¬ 
marked that it was expedient that prompt action should be 
taken, for that he had received many letters complaining of 
dilatoriness, and among others one writer had called the 
committee to account for eating and drinking at the Astor 
House at the expense of the fund. This patriotic anti-cor- 
uptionist had, of course, paid nothing himself to the fund, 
but was an entire committee of inquiry on his own hook. 
The president added that it was well sportsmen should un¬ 
derstand that there were no personal expenses charged to 
the fund, and that the Astor House proprietors very 
kindly lent their rooms gratis out of sympathy with the 
cause.

The association business being disposed of, the meeting 
was resolved, at the call of the chair into executive com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Eaton, Vice-President, reported that in the absence of 
the president from New York he had issued over 8,000 cir¬ 
culars, from which no replies had as yet been received, 
though the matter was under consideration by several of 
the clubs. 

Mr. Raymond regretted the coldness of sportsmen to such 
an appeal, and recommended that a regularly appointed 
canvasser should go out and make the purpose of the fund 
known by direct communication with leading sportsmen. 
He was convinced that the sportsmen only required to be 
approached personally for them to respond liberally; and he 
moved that the executive committee should appoint a gen¬ 
tleman with the power to take subscriptions, and to visit 
the several influential sportsmen in and around New York 
city. The motion, being seconded, was unanimously car¬ 
ried. 

After a brief discussion on the qualifications demanded 
for this ofHce, the committee were of one mind on the pro¬ 
priety of requesting Major Beckwith to take the office, 
whicn after some consideration ho consented to do, and was 
instructed to get to work without delay. 

The president now cnlled the committee's attention to the 
promise to give each liberal subscriber to the fund a hand¬ 
some certificate, with a likeness of the late H. W. Herbert 
(Frank Forester), and said that he had received a very lib¬ 
eral offer from Mr. John B. Sage, of Buffulo, to get up these 
certificates in such style, and ut such cost as would be 
equivalent to a handsome contribution. The offer was ac¬ 
cented. 

Mr. Julian Bcott, on behalf of the Art Committee, wished 
to statu that the committee had conferred with artiots on 
the subject of the most suitable memorial, and was pre¬ 
pared to offer some suggestions, but In the present condi¬ 
tion of the fund it was thought better to defer any action. 

Business being concluded, tho meeting adjourned to the 
call of the chaic .—Rod and Gun.

Bird Biting Dogs. 

BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

We have of late received a uuniber of letters asking us to write an 
article upon the cure of this most common vice. We will gladly give 
our method of correcting bird biters, but must state at the outatirt that 
experience has convinced us that success in all cases is unattainable, 
aud that under alt circumstances it must depend upon the trainer’s 
abilities, the disposition of the iudividual animal, and the manner in 
which he has been broken to retrive. 

In the first place, such dogs, as a rule, require the utmost patience 
aud tact of a careful experienced breaker. Amateurs of little experi¬ 
ence had better uot undertake the work, since it will cost them more in 
time and trouble, even if successful, than they will have to pay for the 
services of a first-class professional. If the dog is of sufficient value to 
warrant the outlay, even with the risk of failure thrown in. the owner 
should put him Into the hands of some good man, and congratulate him¬ 
self on having in any event escaped a most disagreeable aud tedious 
trial. If not worthy of this, the sportemau had better stop the dog's re¬ 
trieving altogether, as the lesser of two evils. 

There are some dogs with whom the force of habit becomes second 
natare, and that nature of the hardest and most stubborn sort, which 
obstinately resists all efforts to bend its inclination into any channel 
than that of its own sweet will. If forced beyond even their power of 
resistance, sucb dogs either resort to canning and gain their ends at 
times when the trainer's attention is diverted, or they abandon entirely 
the performance of the duty, aud from having been bad rutrievere re¬ 
fuse to retrieve at all. Dogs of this kind can very seldom be perma¬ 
nently cured by any breaker,aud the sooner they are discarded the better 
it will be for both man and brute. 

Sucb dispositions are the result of bad early training, and the failure 
to subdue the animal's properly at the start. Properly broken dogs are 
taught to recognise a superior will, and to know that they must obey, 
no matter what incouvenlenca or discomfort the command entails; 
hence, they never refuse to retrieve, and are amenable, If any are. to 
correction of this very had fault. So essential is proper 
early breaking that we have never seen a badly broken dog cured if he 
has once become a confirmed biter. We have seen the experiment tried 
numberless limes, and have uever known of an instance where sooner 
or later the dog did not cut his birds again, If only at times, or upon 
chauglng masters. In fact we rank this vice as incurable iu a great ma¬ 
jority of dogs. Many writers will dlffor with us in this, and cite cases 
where they cured this or that animal, but the experience of such gentle- 
meu has generally been limited to single instances, and very possibly 
thev can only speak of those daring the continuance of a few seasons, 
ana know oothlng of the later actions of the dogs they call cared. We 
think a majority of the professionals and most experienced amatenrs 
will agree with ns in calling this a practically Incurable vice. 

The dogs which can generally be cured of biting are those which have 
been so broken to retrieve that they dare not refuse even though tbu 
objects they are ordered to fetch hart their mouths. The only way to 
make a dog sensible of the wrong of biting birds is to make the act 
painful t<- him. when he will naturally discontinue it for his own com¬ 
fort. 8otnc persons recommend sprinkling a bird's feathers with red 
pepper or some other puugent substance; bnt thin is the height of folly, 
since it punishes the dog whether ho bites or not, and would certainly 
justify hhn in refusing to bring it at all. What in wanted is something 
which will hurt the mouth thelnstant the laws are roughly closed, but 
will be dormant so long as the retrieving Is properly done. The only 
way we know of to accomplish this end is to cut a number of wires just 
long enough to push through the body and lie next to the skin. If the 
dog is very hard mouthed, tile the wire points sharp so that they will 
give him a severe experience from the first. Ran the wires through the 
body in all directions, so that the dog cannot grasp any part tightly 
without receiving a reminder. Now make him bring this upon all oc¬ 
casions In place of the freshly killed victims; watch him 
closely and the instant he closes his laws on It, say 
in a sharp tone “carefully." Repeat |thl* if he uttempts 
to shift it in his mouth, aud after a few experiences of the wires yon 
will And he begins to heed the command. Work him In spare moments 
at home; In fact, familiarize him with the wires as much as possiblo, 
and the cure will be proportionately speedy. Rub the wired bird oc¬ 
casionally upon one just shot, as it will retain the gamo scent, but do 
not continue to use It after it has become tainted. Do not expect that 
one or two lessons will be sufficient; with ordinary dogs it takes weeks 
snd months to work a radical cure, so that It will be easily seen that 
great patience is necessary. 

When, after repeated lessons with the wired bird, the dog appears to 
bring carefully, let him retrieves bird which has been cleanly killed. 
Go With him to it, and at the least haste or excitement rate him, “care¬ 
fully” take away the bird and substitute the old one. On no account 
let him attempt a wounded bird, as most dogs will bite a flatterer, even 
though they bring dead ones all right, in such cases charge tbu dog, 
eaten the bird yourself and kill it, then leaving it on the ground return 
to the dog. and let him retrieve os before. It will probably be an en¬ 
tire season before he can be trusted to bring a winged bird. 

Some persons who have tried this method have railed, but we thiuk 
this was more their own fault, or because they had incurable dogs, 
than of the method itself. We can only say we have been repeatedly 
successful, and consider the plan good for all, cases whore the brute's 
cunning does not outwit the master's. 

We have seen various other methods for accomplishing tbe samo end, 
but all were open to the objection that they were applied after the dog 
had bitten, while the object should be to prevent biting at all. Again, 
they were all applied by tbe master, while this applies Itself. A cun¬ 
ning dog boou learn* that he cau bite a bird when away from his mas¬ 
ter, if bo cannot, when bo Is by; but if, on the other hand, the bird Itself 
corrects him, he finds tbe Job a bud one. and gives it up in a short time, 
proportional to his disposition susceptibility to punishment. 

-'The Swiftt) of Smell. 


Dos Moines, Ia . May 1. 1876. 

Editor Chicago Field:— It Is well known that some dogs have ex 
traordinary powers of smell, while others of seemingly good blood, are 
deficient and worthless In the field. It would be of Interest as a matter 
of science, and of inestimable value to suortsiueu to be able to distin¬ 
guish with certaluly the one from tbe other, without actual lest. We 
often raise and break our fine bloods, as we think, only to be disap¬ 
pointed when they are ready for tbe field or the chase. Can we avoid 
this trouble? la there any peculiar form or development of the nose or 
head, or other sign to aid us In our decision? I believe that there is, 
and that we may loam to approximate with some degree of certainly: 
but 1 do not hope for abaoluta precision, even lo this day of advanced 
•deuce. 

The organ of -mell Is located in the nasal cavities, but these cavities 
are also u«ed for breathing, modulating the voice, etc. Cleland, of 
ljuten's col lege, says: “The nostrils are or use as the openings into the 
nasal cavities, but the prominence above them Is merely ornamental." 
I suppose that this was meant for the human subject, but the nose of 
the dog Is employed for various nseful purposes. The olfact »ry nerves 
are only distributed over tbe poetorlor or upper portion of the nasal 
cavities, and iu the human subject the amount of surface covered by 
the filaments of these iisrves Is quite small: but In quadrupeds, especi¬ 
ally the cara!vora,wbere the sense of smell Is greatly augmented, the ol¬ 
factory membrane Is more exteuded. the turbinated bones are larger, 
and more complex; and tlio uaaal cavities are enlarged from before 
back want Wo are told that the olfactory bulbs of the brain are small 
In man, bat at present wo are nnable to estimate their six# in thu living 
dog. 


Tbe soft enucleated filaments of tbe olfactory nerves somify beneath 
the mucuoe membrane, which is nondllated, columnar epithelium, ac¬ 
cording to authors. These technicalities It would seem, are sufficient to 
muddle the brains of the amateur or unscientific dog fancier, but Prof. 
Iialtou comes to our relief In terms so plaiu that all may nnderstand 
them: “At the upper part of the nasal fosaal the mucaos membrane la 
very thick, soft, spongy and vascular, and is supplie d with mucous 
follicles which exude a secretion, by which its surface is protected and 
kept in a moist and sensitive condition. It is only this portion of the 
mucous membrane of tbe mares which is supplied by filaments of the 
olfactory nerve, aud which is capable of receiving Impressions of smell; 
it is therefore called the olfactory membrane. Else where tbe nasal pas¬ 
sages are lined with a mucous membrane which is less vascular and 
syongy in structure, aud which is called the ‘Hchnelderlan membrane.* " 

Now let os see if we can devise any rules to aid us In Judging of the 
faculty of smell. 

First. The nose must be large and deep at the posterior. In other 
words, the posterior part of the nasal cavtty is large and expanded, 
giving width and prominence in this region, and depth over the palate 
The “’root" of the nose Is correspondingly large and expanded, and t h 
ornamental form of the bn man nose is abandoned to meet the require¬ 
ments of a more complex and perfect olfactory apparatus. 

Second. Tbe nostrils must be large, prominent and moist, so as to 
admit the air freely and in large quantities to the lungs, through the 
a seal cavities. The extremely minute odorous particles of matter 
thrown off from the game must be brought into contact with tbe olfac¬ 
tory membrane In the act of breathing In order to be recognized; and 
the quantity of air thns breathed will measure the amount of recognis¬ 
able odors, so that the dog breathing tbe greatest quantity of air throngh 
his nostrils will be the most Impressed by the presence of game if his 
olfactories are equally developed and trained. 

Third. If the nasal cavities are large, well-developed and healthy, 
the voice or bark of the dog will be full, sonorous, and ringing. If yon 
chastise him severely, he will convince yon that be has a spacious nasal 
cavity, by the modulations of his voice. The deer or fox-hounda in 
the chase afford a good example, and whoever hears their ringing voices 
should bear In mind that their large nasal cavities are their “music 
boxes," and indicate, to a great extent, their powers of smell. The les¬ 
son. however, has not been sufficiently heeded in relation to sporting 
poge. and especially as to pointers and setters. The dog with the 
sweetest, clearest ringing voice, is usually flrst in the chase, while the 
whining yelper lags II the rear, and fails to follow his nose to the front 
because it does not guide him there. 

Fourth. 8ince we have expressed the necessary conditions for the 
exercise of the sense of smell, there seems to be other points to be con • 
sidered. Tbe dog's chest and lungs should be large and healthy to In¬ 
crease tbe quantity of air breathed, and give him vital force to do bis 
work. He should carry his head high, with his nose well turned np, for 
giving free access to the air, and sweeping within his range, tbe greatest 
area of aerial space. He should also be a good ranger to further In¬ 
crease the sweep of his faculties among the dells una slopes and fields, 
and to enable hime to sniff “a far-off,’* the scented breeze. The game 
bird cannot scent the air for leagues around to accommodate the lazy 
pottering trotter, bnt the dog's faculty of smell must be developed and 
educated. and be should be taught to use it with dash and nervous vigor 
in the pursuit of the game you desire to bag. E.

Editor Chicago Field:— I send you the following table of com¬ 
mands and h and motions, (also sent to the Nod and &vn), hoping that 
the suggestion* lately made in your columns may be carried out. iu the 
adoption by tbe Kennel Clab of a uniform system. By this means a 
large amount of trouble wonld he wired. by those who have their dogs 
trained by others, or who purchase trained dogs. 

Tbe following commands are all that are necessary for good field 
work, aud at tbe same time are as few as we can gut along well with. 
The coimnsuds are as brief as possible, being the common oues used by 
th« best trainers, while the motions corresponding to them are simpler 
than those given by same of tbe books. For example: Hutch 
Insou, I believe, connects tbe raising of right hand with 
command "toho" and raising left hand with “down.*’ Now 
it would lake much trouble to teach a dog the difference between right 
and left hand, and It wonld give tbe shooter as much, to be exchanging 
the gnn from one hand to tbe other for the different commands. I 
claim simplicity and ease of Instruction for the following; 

Command*.— I. Toho-to stop. 3. Down-to drop. 3. Close-to pat 
head between the paws. 4. Ille on—to advance. 5. Come In—to cornu 
to shooter. 6. Back—to come behind. 7. Up—to rise, or mount upon 
anything.
